DETROIT, Jan. 6.—The effect of 
the spreading automobile strike was 
felt in a Detroit General Motors 
branch for the first time today, with 
the announcement. by the.

Minnesota, Delays Action 
by Blocking Unanimous 
Consent.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6-—Under 


extraordinary emeregncy procedure, 
at the instigation of President 
Roosevelt, the Senate today, with- 
out a dissenting vote, adopted a 
resoltuion forbidding the shipment 
of arms to Spain. 

At the request of Chairman Key 
Pittman of the Committee on For- 
eign Relations, Senate rules were 
waived and the resolution taken up 
‘by unanimous consent. 

As the Senate voted, word reached 
the chamber that the Spanish 
freighter bearing the cargo of air- 
con- 
signed to the Loyalist government 
at Bilbao by Robert Cuse, exporter, 
had left the dock at Brooklyn. It 
was accompanied, however, by eoast 
guard vessels under orders £@ iiiter- 
cept it if Congrese passed the em- 
bargo resolution before the ship left 
the territorial waters of the United 
States. 

Rushed Through Senate. ‘ 

Final action was taken after the 
President had read his message on 
the state of the union in which he 
requested immediate action to pre- 


vent shipment of arms to the Loyal- 
ist government of Spain. 

“It. would have ~been infinitely 
preferable,” Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, said, “to have 
added a general amendment to the 
neutrality law rather than to stir 
prejudices by acting in a, particular 
instance.” | 

A protest came from Senator Nye, 
who took an active part in the in- 


vestigation of munitions manufac-| 


ture. Nye said the administration’s 
neutrality policy had not been ade- 
quate to meet the world situation, 
suggesting that the Spanish resolu- 
tion was intended to aid the position 
of France and Great Britain. 

Nye’s remarks drew the fire of 
Senator Tom Connally of Texas and 
others on the Democratic side who 
sought to have the North Dakota 
Senator ruled out of order. 

Objection in the House. 

Meanwhile the House stood in 
recess waiting for the Rules Com- 
mittee to bring in a rule to make it 
possible to take up the neutrality 
resolution immediately. 

Speedy action in the House was 
prevented by a new member, Rep- 
resentative John T. Bernard, Farm- 
er-Laborite, of Minnesota, who ob- 
jected when unanimous consent was 
asked for consideration of the reso- 
lution. Laughter and derison from 
galleries and floor of the. House 
failed to move him and be held to 
his objections Again at another 
critical parliamentary juncture, he 
rose to offer another objection. 

New Rule Presented. 

But the Rules Committee had by 
this time brought in a rule which 
made it possible for the House to 
take up the resolution with debate

Criticism by Socialists. 

A strong attack on the admin- 
istration’s emergency efforts to pre- 
vent arms from reaching the loyal- 
ist forces came from the National 
Affairs Committee of the Socialist 
party, in a statement issued here 
last night, These efforts, the state- 
ment said, “can only be construed 


as an unfriendly act against ~ 


Spanish Government.” . . 

“No new legislation,” it said, “is 
needed to prevent aid to the rebels. 
Aid to the Fascist rebels is already 
forbidden by a law which makes 
it a criminal offense to provide 
money or materials for a military 
enterprise against a friendly Gov- 
ernment. Thus the only possible ef- 
fect of the new legislation called 
for will be to impose an embargo 
against the recognized Government 
of Spain.” 

The statement pointed to.a paral- 
lel in a resolution adopted in 1922, 
authorizing the President to stop 
arms shipments to China in event 
of civil war. ‘That authority, the 
statement said, has never been used. 

“The reason is obvious. The re- 
actionary Nanking Government im- 
ports American war planes to at- 
tack radical (so-called Communist) 
armies.

M. Landon of \Kansas. 

The House galleries were packed 
with distinguished. guests eager to 
gee the Senate and House go 
through the formali prescribed 
by the Constitution for selecting a 
President and Vice-President, 

Vice-President Garner, who was 
designated by the Constitution to 
preside at the joint session, led 
the Senate into the House cham- 
ber. Dressed in frock coat the 
Vice-President took his place be- 
side Speaker Bankhead at the 
Speaker's dais. 

Senators occupied three rows of 
seats. reserved for them in the 
House chamber,. Most of them 
were dressed in plain business suits. 

Promptly at 1..o’clock Garner 
asked for order and explained the | 2" 
Constitutional mandate for ‘the 
counting of the vote. 

He named i Senators George 
(Dem.), Georgia, and Austin (Rep.), 
Vermont, as Senate tellers. 

The House tellers were Repre- 
genttaives Fietcher (Dem.),° Ohio, 
and Tinkham; Rep.), Massachu- 
setts. 

Garner Opens Envelopes. 

As required by law, Garner him- 
self opened the envelopes contain- 
ing the electoral votes giving him 
and the President four more years 
in office. 

He used a knife fully seven inches 
Jong to tear open the) envelope 
from the first state—Alabama. 

Amid complete silence George 
read that the 11 Alabama votes 
went to Roosevelt and Garner. 

The four tellers took turns read- 
ing the state returns. As the votes 
were read the tellers recorded them 
on long ‘tabulation sheets upon 
which the. long known results were 
already printed. 

All space in the House chamber 
had been spoken for in advance. 

The President chose to make the 
message one of the shortest in re- 
cent years, leaving his detailed pro-

The strength of a national union lies in 
that it can bring to bear the resources of a national 
membership in the event of a strike. The weakness 
of a company union, in treating for improved work- 
ing conditions, lies in the fact that it can command 
the resources only of its own local members. : 

Workers must have national organization, free 
from all semblance of control by the employer, if they 
are to have back of their negotiations around the 
table the means of compelling respect for their case 
in a test of industrial strength. — 

That, in brief, is the reason, from the workers’ 
point of view, for the national. union as opposed to 
the company union. _— —— 

We have no opinion concerning the merits or de- 
merits of the specific demands as to hours of labor, 
etc., of the union that is seeking to organize the 
automobile industry. It may be that theseedemands 
represent a maximum put forward for trading pur- 
poses. The point is, for the public’s understanding of 
the issue, that these @mands should not becloud the 
underlying question. ; 

It is only through the closed shop—that is, major- 
ity rule—that the employes can gain equal bargain- 
ing power with the employer. Collective bargaining 
otherwise must be but a form of words, and whether 
it succeeds or not must depend wholly upon the. be- 
nevolence of the employer. 

Collective bargaining, of the genuine kind, is not 
new. It is effective in many industries in America. 
British industry has long been organized up to the hilt, 
Collective bargaining is in keeping with the times. To 
oppose it is like trying to sweep back the tides with 
a broom. The last election, we are convinced, dem- 
onstrated a majority demand of the American people 
for it. 3 

Collective bargaining has its advantages for the 

employer as well as for the employe. It means that 
disputes over wages, hours, etc., can be brought to 
quick adjudication. If there were collective bar- 
gaining in the automobile industry today, the work- 
ers would be sitting around a table with Mr. Sloan, 
seeking a settlement of their differences, not en- 
gaged in the present struggle over the method of ne- 
gotiation. Probably the whole trouble as to wages, 
etc., would be well on the way té adjustment. / 
Mr. Sloan is endeavoring to hold back an inevita- 
ble development in industry, We make no forecast 
as to the outcome of the present struggle, but in the 
long run he will lose. He—and those who think with 
him—will lose, but they will be the gainers neverthe- 
less; for only gain can come to both capital and labor, 
and hence to the public 8f which they are both a 
part, from a system based on mutual respect and the 
modern demands of social and economic justice.
